extension of the Burrard Inlet road; it was not 
contemyilated by the petitioners that the éxten- 
sion prayed for should be the same class of road 


somewhere.

The wording of the petition donbtless justified 
the inference that it was intended to. be the same 
class of road, and therefore the petitiahbers were 
the innocent cause of the misapprehension. < We 
may be permitted to say that the object ‘of the 
petition was to have a cheap road, little more in 
fact than a govd trail constrneted, the eost of 


which woold not exceed four hundred dollars a. 


mile, the whole work not exceeding twelve hun- 
dred dollars. From the suggestion to make a 
trail from. False Creek, we decidedly dissent. 
By. adopting this plan the excellent Burrard 
Jilet road would be left on reaching the 
cemetery, and something like fourteen miles 
of iudifferent trail woald have to be nse’, 


Xor would the cost of reaching the desir- 


ed point. fall much ander twelve hundred 
dollars ; whereas, by taking the cuurse intended 
by petitioners the whole distance would only be 
eleven iniles, eight of which would be over the 
excellent road which we now havg, and the re- 
mainder over a road at least-not inferior to the 
trial from Falee Creek. All that ia needed just 
bow is a ten or twelve fot road, winding so as 
toavoid large stamps. Such roads have already 


been constructed in this neighborhood fur less 


than four hundred dollars a mile, and we see no 
reason to apprehend thgt the one asked for 
would cost even that. | So. far as the necessity 
for a road to Capt. Stamp’s mills is concetned, we 
imagine the Administrator of the Government is 
fully impressed with the importance of connect- 
ing this city with the mills, the spar trade and 
the coal mines, which are all in course of active 
development at the present moment, We do 
not propose the construction of s road to the 
mills for the accommodation of Capt. Stamp ; 
but we wish to see the large trade consequent 
upon the operations now being carried on by 
Capt. Stamp and others brdught into our, own 
channels, instead of being driven to snother 
Colony—rendered auxjiary, in fact, to the trade 
of this city. The expenditure of, say, ten or 
twelve handred dollars, is not too much to pay 
for such an object, and we earnestly’ call apon 
the Government to re-consider the subject, and 
svoid the detour by False Creek,/by constructing 
mills, and also 
‘the coal mines, with the present highway. We 
would, in concluding these cursory remarks, 
wirn the Government against treating lightly 
interests which underlie the perinanent prosperi- 
ty of thé’country, and by @ “ penny wise and 
pound foolish” policy discouraging those who are 
earnestly engaged in developing the dormant 


resources of the Colony, and driving en important 
trade away from our very door.

THE LAST ACT IN THE GREAT BURLESQUE 


When, in the autumn of 1863, the character
